Decatu r, Ala., Ju ly 16 ( 
JP)—De­ 
fense cou nsel Samu el S. Leibo- 
witz annou nced today he was

case on its third trip to 
the 
United States Su preme Cou rt.” 
He made the statem ent after 
ing more elu siv e than a melon ja ju ry decreed death in the d ec- 
chair for Clarence Norris, 
one of nine Negroes accu sed of 
pip in a porcelain sink u nless it j 
is a melon pip on the k itchen 
floor. The pu rsu it of a melon 
seed on wax ed linoleu m really 
shou ld be classed among 
the 
m ajor sports. 
Bu t, after all, the most desir­ 
able place of all for the enjoy ­ 
m ent of waterm elon is the bot­ 
tom step of the back porch. Here 
in the open air one may attack 
the 
lu sciou s 
pink 
half-m oon 
openly and let the seeds 
fly 
where they list. 


Twenty men were cru shed and bu rned to d eath and three others were seriou sly inju red 
in an ex plosion in the Glendora com pany ’s B ak er mine, fiv e miles from Su lliv an, Ind.

ex plosion occu rred half an hou r after 203 w ent into the mine to start the day ’s work .

They waited patiently for the men to come ou t or news of those 
who failed to retu rn.

5 4 persons were dependents of 
the twenty dead miners. 
Most of the m iners left behind 
big families, and largest of these 
were the wife and sev en children 
of 39 -y ear-old John W alters. 
Little family grou ps, tha t had 
watched silently all day y ester­ 
day from behind ropes which 
held them back from the mine 
shaft, tru dged as silently down 
rows of dead in Su lliv an’s two 
m ortu aries last night, identify ­ 
ing their dead. 
A su dden gasp and a sob indi­ 
cated they had reached the end 
of the dreaded hu nt. 
By a scar, a spectacle case, a 
charred pair of shoes—they iden­ 
tified the heads of their fam il­ 
ies.

Friends said, howev ­ 
er, tentativ e arrangem ents call 
for separate serv ices and bu rials. 
Nine other m iners were in­ 
ju red, fou r seriou sly enou gh to 
rem ain in Mary Sherm an hospit­ 
al here. Two of them , Charles 
Secrest, 49, and Arch Anderson, 
29, both of Su lliv an, m ay die. 
Arnold Roberts, 5 1, of Su lliv an 
and Homer Rey nolds, 31, of Cass,

The 174 m iners who escaped 
the force of the ex plosion organ­ 
ized rescu e efforts and brou ght 
the inju red to the su rface.

RAILROAD STRIKE IS 


LATEST OF THREATS 


W ashington, Ju ly 16 ( JP)—The 
N ational M ediation Board en­ 
deav ored today to forestall 
a 
m ajor railroad strik e, som ething 
the carriers hav e not ex per­ 
ienced in 15 y ears. 
The board su mmoned repre­ 
sentativ es of the railroads and 
14 non-operating u nions to dis­ 
cu ss wage demands. Negotiations 
ended y esterday in a deadlock . 
The railroads, ask ed by the em ­ 
ploy es for a 20-cent per hou r in­ 
crease, cou ntered w ith a 2-cent 
offer. The u nions are composed 
largely of shopm en and clerk s, 
who walk ed ou t in 1922 in the 
last im portant rail strik e.

“May I, therefore, tell y ou v ery 
simply once more that the ob­ 
jectiv es of the president, and, I 
believ e of the great majority of 
ou r citizens, remain the same, 
and that I believ e that it is the 
du ty of the congress, and espe­ 
cially of the members of the m a­ 
jority party in the senate and 
the hou se of representativ es, to 
pass legislation at this session to 
carry ou t the objectiv es.” 
The part of the letter to which 
opposition leaders took most v i­ 
olent ex ception was this: 
“It is . . . with regret that I 
find that adv antage is being tak­ 
en of what, in all decency , shou ld 
be a period of mou rning. 
“Becau se 
of

situ ation, 
howev er, I am compelled in the 
pu blic interest, thou gh against 
ev ery inclination, to write to y ou . 
I do this becau se y ou are the 
acting majority leader of the 
senate.” 
Senator Wheeler- (D., Mont.), 
leader of the foes, said: 
“I cannot believ e the president 
wrote su ch a letter. It wou ld 
not be in character for the man 
who is the leader of ou r party , 
the president of ou r cou ntry and 
the man other liberals and I tri­ 
u mphed with in 19 32 and 19 36 . 
“I cannot believ e Gov ernor 
Roosev elt cou ld make political 
capital ou t of tragedy of this 
sort. Bu t if it is so, he mu st 
hav e accepted poor cou nsel in an 
hou r when men who hav e lost a 
friend are particu larly su scepti­ 
ble.

MINE DISASTER 
PROBE IS UNDER 
WAY; FEW CLEWS

labor commissioner who hu rried 
here after hearing of the disas­ 
ter, said, simply : “It is pitifu l.” 
C. W. Templeton, part owner 
of mine, ex pressed belief there 
were two ex plosions, a smaller 
one before final death-dealing 
blast. He said he believ ed they 
were cau sed by gas pockets set off 
by a miner’s open carbide lamp. 
Templeton criticized the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers organization 
for opposing the u se of electric 
lamps, 
declaring, 
“had these 
lamps been u sed, this tragedy 
wou ld not hav e occu rred.” 
Miners oppose electric “bu g 
lights” becau se, they say , the 
lamps are too heav y and acid 
from the batteries damages their 
clothing. 
Other mine officials said

spark from the electric trolley of 
the mine train might hav e ig­ 
nited the gas. 
Rescu e workers said apparent­ 
ly all the twenty v ictims ex cept 
Oscar Ritchie, 38, of Su lliv an, a 


motor boss, were killed instantly 
by the second ex plosion. 
His 
body was fou nd u nder conditions 
indicating, they said, that he 
tu rned back into the entries and 
was asphy x iated after the blast. 
Nearly all the other v ictims 
were blown v iolently against the 
rou gh walls of the mine. 
Wesley Bond, 38, of Su lliv an, 
was the only man in the direct 
path of the ex plosion to escape 
death or inju ry . He said he fled 
after' the first blast and was a 
considerable distance away from 
the scene of the second ex plo­ 
sion. 
Carbon monox ide fu mes which 
filled the mine after the blasts 
prev ented remov al of the v ic­ 
tim ’s bodies for sev eral hou rs, 
then, 
accompanied 
by 
shrill 
blasts from the mine whistle, the 
bodies were slowly brou ght to the 
su rface while more than 2,000 
anx iou s friends, relativ es and 
v olu nteers stood near the open­ 
ing. 
Many 
of 
the 
bodies 
were 
bu rned and mangled so badly 
they had to be identified throu gh 
fingerprints. The joy of many 
hy sterical women and children 
when the 183 su rv iv ers of the 
disaster came to the su rface was 
changed qu ickly to grief for the 
dead and inju red. 
The mine is 18 y ears old and is 
located fiv e miles northeast of 
Su lliv an.

of the 29 th army which are com­ 
manded by May or Chang Tse- 
chu ng of Tientsin. These u nits 
are considered pro-Japanese. 
The central gov ernment at 
Nanking has insisted, howev er, 
it wou ld recognize no local agree­ 
ment between the Chinese and 
Japanese gov ernments. 
Heav y reinforcements for the 
Japanese

continu ed 
mov ing into the area. Foreign 
military observ ers considered the 
operations the cu rtain-raiser to 
an attempt* to seize possession of 
Tientsin and Peiping and the 
strategic railway that links the 
two principal North China cities.

REALISM NEEDED 
American industrialists, with complete propri­ 
ety, have started a drive to give business, labor 
and the public equal representation on the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board which will be 
charged with administration of the Wagner Act. 
As constituted at present, the board includes 
a college professor and two associates who have 
had no practical business experience. This is 
about as absurd as it would be to put a couple of 
labor leaders, with no educational background, in 
charge of a university. 
The Roosevelt Administration will make a 
grave mistake in continuing to rely upon the 
judgment of officials who lack intimate knowl­ 
edge of industrial and labor conditions, whose 
only qualification, indeed, is that of theoretical 
comprehension. 
* 
What is needed if the Wagner Act is to be ap­ 
plied successfully is a board that is capable of 
ruling on the basis of economic realities. Neither 
•labor nor industry can afford to have such im­ 
portant responsibilities focused in the hands of 
the professorial gentry accustomed to Utopian 
conditions amid cloistered academic halls. 
While it is always difficult to obtain unbiased 
administration of a highly controversial statute, 
workers and business men no doubt would gain in 
the long run and retain greater faith in the new 
economic set-up if they both were represented by 
citizens thoroughly aware of their respective 
claims as a result of actual experience. 
The Wagner Act is certain to come into direct 
conflict with basic phases of the economic order. 
This means that labor, industry and the public 
are well entitled to a real voice in formulating 
the interpretations that determine its applica­ 
bility to a given dispute.

There 
would be no electric stoves, very few furnace 
heated homes, and very meagre home furnish­ 
ings if the use of modern machinery were seri­ 
ously restricted. 
The rapid development of the machine may 
create social and ceonomic problems, but by and 
large the machine has brought more benefit 
than harm to citizens of the world today, and 
one is considering only one side of the issue when 
arguing against the machine in industry.

BE READY APRIL 1 


Indianap olis, Ju ly 16—Indiv id­ 
u al benefit accou nts for most of 
Ind iana’s 6 35 ,000 emp loy es cov ­ 
ered by u nem p loy m ent comp en­ 
sation hav e been set u p by the 
state Unem p loy ment Comp ensa­ 
tion Div ision, according to Clar­ 
ence A. Jack son, div ision director. 
The accou nts will be u sed as a 
basis for com p u ting benefits for 
eligible emp loy es who become 
u nem p loy ed after Ap ril 1 nex t 
y ear, when benefits first become 
p ay able u nder the Indiana law. 
Establishm ent of accou nts for 
all cov ered emp loy es is p roceed­ 
ing as rap idly as emp loy es’ earn­ 
ings rep orts are receiv ed from 
emp loy ers su bject to the 
law, 
Mr. Jack son said. Earnings re­ 
p orts hav e been receiv ed from 
ap p rox im ately 90 p er cent of em ­ 
p loy ers cov ering their emp loy es’ 
earnings for the first q u arter of 
1937 . Earnings rep orts for the 
first q u arter now are ov erdu e, 
and forms for rep orting second- 
q u ater earnings hav e been mailed 


by the div ision to emp loy ers. 
Rep orts for both the first and 
second q u arters m u st be 
filed 
with the div ision by Ju ly 31, Mr. 
Jack son said. He stressed 
the 
fact th a t sep arate rep orts m u st 
be filed for each q u arter, du e to 
p rov isions of the Indiana law 
which base benefit rights on 
q u arterly earnings. This req u ire­ 
ment, he p ointed ou t, is different 
from th a t of the Federal gov ern­ 
m ent for Old-Age Benefits p u r­ 
p oses, which calls for earnings 
rep orts combining the first and 
second q u arters of this y ear.
